crowds on shore shouted and hurrahed as 
the great ship floated free in deep water 
once more. 


Within a half hour the American liner 


was on h -I way to New York under her 
own steam, and apparently all in good 
shape. 


Conditions last night were exactly right 


for releasing the St. Paul. There was a 
high sea running, which caused the vessel 
to rock considerably and thus loosened 
her from the sticky clay which was below 
the bed of the sand. The wind was also 
in a favorable quarter, and the tugs this 
morning pulled her with some difficulty 
out to deep water. 


A curious crowd awaited the St. Paul's 


arrival at her pier in New York. 


SILVER ON TOP. 


What Has Been Going On at Washington 


Today. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The silverites in 


the senate propose to have silver or 
nothing, and to block legislation till they 
get it—at least block the tariff legislation. 


As proof of this the senate finance com- 


mittee has ordered the tariff bill to be 
reported, amended so as to strike out all 
after the enacting clause and substituting' 
for it the free coinage of silver. 


Soon after the senate convened, Mr. 


Merrill reported the bill with the tubsti- 
tute to the senate. It was understood-in 
tbe committee that he will endeavor to 
call it op tomorrow, and have it made the 
unfinished business. 
The Republicans 


believe they have sufficient votes to do 
this, and they think they may be able 
eventually to pass the bill as it came from 
the house. 


There are many obstacle) in its path- 


Way , however, and it was rumored this 
morning that a number of anti-silver 
Democrats would vote with their silver 
colleagues to pass the silver substitute 
through the senate for the sole purpose of 
defeating the 
tariff 
bill, 
just 
as 


Mr. Hill and several 
others voted 


for some of the Populistic amendments to 
the free silver bill of last week in order to 
kill the measure itself if possible. 


The Republicans will refrain from de- 


bating the bill to any great extent them- 
selves, with a brief statement of their rea- 
sons for supporting the measure. I f there 
•ball be a protracted debate, it will be the 
Outgrowth of a desire on the part of those 
opposed to the tariff measure to postpone 
(he final bill. 


The republicans seem to have reached 


the point where they are willing to per- 
mit the silver element of the senate to do 
anything of which it may be capable, and 
for which it may have the strength, so 
that the country may know in whose 
hands the power in the senate lies. They 
will therefore urge speedy action, so that 
the result 
may be determined and 


tbe question so far as tbis congress is con- 
cerned disposed of finally. 


The action of the senate committee on 


finance tbis morning in substituting a pro- 
vision for tbe free coinage of silver for 
the tariff bill was unexpected to the 
Republican members of the committee, 
for they did not believe, as one of them 
remarked after the meeting, that the sil- 
rer men would carry ont their threat to 
lubstltute silver for every proposition 
that came before that committee.

ITALIAN PLACE RAIDED. 


Four Officers Find Gin, Beer and Wine on 


Main Street. 


Chief Kendall, Officers Daniels, Robert- 


son and Hoxie raided the premises occu- 
pied by Dominico Mancuso in the base- 
ment of the American block on Main 
street this forenoon. 
Close to a dozen 


bottles of beer were scattered all over the 
place. 
A jug 
containing gin 
and 


one containing wine were seized besides a 
small quantity of whiskey and a can con- 
taining a doubtful liquid, evidently of In- 
toxicating nature. There were several 
cases of empty beer bottles and a ten-gal- 
lon keg empty, too. The indications were 
that selling hnd been conducted on quite 
a large scale. 


When the officers entered the place a 


gang of about a dozen Italians was lazily 
lingering about. One man was drinking 
bis beer from a bottle and Officer Daniels 
stopped off his pleasure nnd pocketed the 
half-emptied bottle. Two lanterns were 
secured nnd lighted and tbe search begun. 
There 
are two apartments to the 


place. One is a general store smelling 
strongly of vinegar or a sourness arising 
from putresence. The other is a combined 
sleeping and cooking apartment, occupied, 
according to tbe story of Mancuso, by as 
many as a dozen men at a time.

tempt at description is as useless as it is 
to attempt grasping the meaning of in- 
finity. The officers plundered through 
the maze and dug out a bottle and n jug 
hero and there. Mancuso was not present 
when the search ended. He will be ar- 
raigned in court in due course.

WANTS PRIVILEGE TO BORROW MOSEY 


Safe Guards Placed on the Treasury by 


Mr. Wilkinson. 
Ordinances Taken 


from the Table and Passed. 


Invitations Accepted. 


The city council held another meeting 


last night and transacted some very im- 
portant business. All the members were 
present except Alexander Craswell. All 
did not answer to the roll call and a gaod 
number came in late, but when the presi- 
dent's gavel fell there were enough present 
to make a quorum. Some of the most 
important business was the receiving of 
communications from the mayor appoint- 
ing a mayor pro tern, and appointing a 
private secretary to the mayor; passing 
an ordinance introduced by E. S. Wilkin- 
son containing innovations with reference 
to the city treasurer and city book-keeper; 
instructing the mayor to petition the leg- 
islature to grant the privilege of borrow- 
ing money, and passing to be ordained 
several ordinances introduced at the last 
meeting. 
v 


Tbe Mayor Communicates. 


The meeting was called to order by 


President Bracewell. 
Clerk 
Brooker 


called the roll. 
The reading of the 


journal not being requested it was' declar- 
ed approved. The clerk then announced 
that the mayor had transmitted commun- 
ications to the council. The council was 
ready to receive them and the clerk pro- 
ceeded to read them. The first one was 
the announcing that the mayor had ap- 
pointed the city solicitor, Col. A. Potter 
to act as mayor pro tern when occasion 
required. The second was announcing 
that the mayor had appointed Charles T. 
Ralston his private secretary, and that he 
would begin his duties at once. The third 
was that the mayor had herewith trans- 
mitted a copy of his inaugural address 
required by the conncil to have it spread 
upon the records. 


Mr. Wbttnker'a Ordinance. 


Mr. W hi taker under the head of unfin- 


ished business desired that his ordinance 
presented at the last meeting and con- 
cerning the fire department betaken from 
the table and passed. The ordinance had 
not been referred to any committee and 
Mr. Whitaker thought it ought to come 
before a committee of the whole and im- 
mediate action be taken upon it. The 
president thought it had been before the 
committee. Mr. Cutting explained it had 
not been before the committee for the 
committee had not been appointed when 
ij> was presented and so had no power in 
the matter. The committee he said, had 
looked it over individually and were 
pleased with it. 


Privilege to Mr. Wilkinson. 


The president asked that privilege be 


given to E. 8. Wilkinson, who was present 
from a eick bed. It was voted to give 
Mr. Wilkinson privilege. Mr. Wilkinson 
said he did not understand that unfinished 
business was to be taken up the time it 
was, and if it would not take long and he 
could have some time a, little later he 
would be sorry to break in at that point. 
However, Mr. Wilkinson presented his 
ordinance, which was in regard to the 
city treasurer and tax collector and city 
bookkeeper and was passed. It contained 
eleven sections and some innovations as 
Mr. Wilkinson explained, defining the 
duties of the city treasurer and tax col- 
lector anil the city bookkeeper and pro- 
viding for proper bonds for Ibe faithful 
discharge of their duties, and providing 
safeguards for the city treasury. The or- 
dinance is a lengthy one and contained 
much that was mere details of the duties 
of the oUicers it dealt with. The striking 
features of it were touched upon in tho 
remarks made by Mr. Wilkinson subse- 
quent to his reading of it. 


The Treasury I'rolectefl. 


Mr. Wilkinson snid he would be glad to 


answer any questions and said the docu- 
ment was prepared alter consultation 
with the city solicitor, finance committee 
and after correspondence with men out 
of town. Those, he continued, who have 
studied the city charter have seen that 
council is the guardian of the city treas- 
ury. 
H haa been the custom to require an 


individual bond of f75,l>00 or so from the 
city treasurer and such ti hond lias proved 
of little value when the ullicial went 
wrong. The town lost ninny thousands 
from such officials with such bunds. The 
bond was never prosecuted because bonds- 
men were our neighbors. It is the ex- 
perience that nine out of every ten indi- 
vidual bonds are not good lor anything. 
One of the innovations is, then, the ask- 
ing of a bond from an insurance fidelity 
company. In a neighboringcity loss from 
an ofllcer going wrong was made good by 
an insurance bond. 


It does not seem necessary to exact a 


very large bond when proper guard is 
placed on the money. We propose .a 
guard, but throw no reflections. Onr 
guard is that every check signed by the 
treasurer must be signed by the auditor, 
this protects the money being paid out. 
The only way to protect it coming in is 
by stipulating that the money received by 
the treasurer shall be deposited in a bank 
daily. Other ojtics exact a smaller bond 
than JCO,000. but the finance committee 
and others thought best to exact in in- 
crease just this amount* The treasurer is 
the mayor's appointee; the auditor is the 
council's appointee and in combining 
these to protect our finances we have done 
the best we can. 


The president inquired how much a 


|30,000 bond would cost the city. 
Mr. 


Wilkinson said he had information that 
with the very best company it would not 
cost over $5 a thousand. This would cost 
'the city $150 a year for the treasurer, and 
f 25 for a similar bond for the city book- 
keeper would make the whole only f 175 
to insure the city's money. Mr. Wilkin- 
son believes in insuring the city's money 
as well as its school houses. Mr. Wilkin- 
son requested that his 
ordinance be 


passed as a whale and not by section as 
that would take up much time. 
The or- 


dinance was so passed. 


Privilege to Borrow. 


Tbe president then said some action 


would be taken upon borrowing money, 
The president though,- was somewhat in 
doubt in regard • to the matter and Mr. 
Cutting .camt( to his relief and said he 


would attend to that. Mr. Wbitaker gave 
way, also, to Mr. Cutting. 
Mr. Cutting 


presented an ordinance instructing the 
mayor to petition the senate and house of 
representatives for the privilege to borrow 
the sum of $30,000 payable in forty years 
at a rate not exceeding 4 per cent to be 
applied to the completing the Notch res- 
ervoir and furnishing the inhabitants of 
the city with water. 
It instructed also 


that the privilege be granted to borfow 
$170,000, payable in thirty years at a rate 
not exceeding 4 per cent for the purpose 
of paying for the city hall, purchasing the 
adjoining Hodskin's property, providing 
offices, purchasing land at the normal 
school, Johnson street, Braytonville and 
elsewhere for school house sites and for 
school purposes in general. 


City Solicitor Listens. 


The president wanted to make it clear 


that the $170,000 was not borrowed divided 
in stipulated sums for the several things 
for which it is Intended, but ia borrowed 
in one amount for the things specified and 
can be divided and used as thought best. 
There was silence. 
Mr. Wilkinson 


thought DO one seemed ready to talk and 
requested that the clerk read the ordin- 
ance again. City Solicitor A. Potter en- 
tered the council chamber and listened as 
the clerk read. When the clerk had fin. 
ished Mr. Cutting rose and explained that 
the ordinance does not commit the city to 
anything. It simply asks a privilege to 
borrow money and expend it for certain 
purposes if the city sees fit. Such priv- 
ilege must besought before Wednesday 
for on that day the time of presenting un- 
finished business in the legislature expires. 
Mr. Whitaker made some remarks and 
took some trouble to explain what had 
been partly explained. City Solicitor 
Potter agreed with Mr. Whitaker exactly, 
and said the $30,000 for reservoirs was 
specific and the other amount was more 
generally appropriated. He did not under- 
stand that any part of the money was to 
be expended for school buildings. The or- 
dinance was passed. 
Then the city 


solicitor retired. 


Mr. Wbitaker Snccerts, 


Mr. Whitaker then moved that his fire 


district ordinance presented at last meet- 
ing be passed and ordained. 
He said it 


contained no important change unless the 
substitting oftwo engineers for tmree that 
have been the number heretofore. He 
requested that the city clerk read the 
ordinance and after reading that it be 
passed as a whole not in sections. The 
clerk read the long ordinance and then 
Mr. Whitaker said that there had been 
added to the officers as in the old state of 
affairs the superintendent of water works, 
ex-offlcio, in the aim that the hydrants be 
better .taken care of In the winter. He 
moved that the ordinance be passed and 
it was so voted. 


Mr. Armstrong said that he had had 


read at the last meeting an ordinance 
from the trustees of the public library and 
he moved that it be taken from the table, 
read and passed.

EXPENSE AT THE NOTCH RESERVOIR. 


The report of the prudential committee 


for Its part In the conduct of the North 
Adams Fire district for th<> yrar ending 
February 1, 1S96, MM been awaited with 
unusual interest. Tbis is because of tbe 
•omtract'on of the Notch reservoir par- 
tially completed during last season, for 
which two appropriations of $40,000 have 
been made, and tbe work yet Beamingly 
far from finished. 


Naturally the people of this town have 


awaited with curiosity the olQcial explan- 
ation of how • supposedly $40,000 piece of 
work has jumped to a cost approximating 
$100,000,—a figure which will undoubtedly 
he exceeded befor the work U at last com- 
pleted, 


We learn from the annual report made 


public yesterday, tbat the Notch reser- 
voir has cost $89,044.20, and that bnt 910,- 
955.80 of the appropriated fSO.OOU is left. 


How has it happened th.it such unex- 


pected expense has attached to thin 
work? 


The Prudential commitiae members 


themselves do not try to acoount for it. 
They simply refer the public's attention 
to the report of the engineer in charge, 
who is Mr. Geer of Ballston, N. V. 


D. M. Greene of Troy, N. Y., chief en- 


gineer of the work, turns the matter of 
explanation (of which no one seems rap- 
turously fond) over to Mr. Geer also. But 
he gives a aide shot, in order to explain in 
part the very inaccurate first estimate of 
cost, to "the execution of the work by un- 
skilled local labor," as he puts it, causing 
tbe engineer's to give "most careful and 
patient instruction at every step." Mr. 
Greene also mentions the natural difficul- 
ties encountered. But in his own words 
he doesn't "venture even an approximate 
estimate of the extent to which the cost 
of tbe work has been increased" above 
original estimates and plans. 


To Mr. Geer we must then turn for an 


explanation, for he ia the engineer di- 
rectly in charge, and he was asked "ur- 
gently" and "unexpectedly" for such. 


Mr. Geer refers to to the fact that when 


bids were asked for one estimate was us 
low as |27,S14.25, and another as high as 
168,400, the average being $39,400, and as 
there was snob discrepancy the committee 
resolved to reject all bids and do it by 
"days' labor, thus employing their towns- 
men and retaining and dintrlbnting the 
bulk of the money expended among the 
merchants and others of the village." 


Then follows a history of the construe. 


•Jon, and tbe causes of increased expense, 
as we make them ont darkly, are these: 
on the fourth day "quick clay "was en- 
countered in tbe core trench, causing 
delay and the purchase of timber and 
•beet piling for the foundation; a pile 
driver and much time bad to be paid for 
jn thU extra expense; extra puddling 
walls were made necessary because of the 
nature of the ground in front of the core 
wall; the soft or yielding bottom, re- 
quiring a timber platform, in order to 
sustain the masonry over it, also required 
the consequent thickening of the core 
wall at the base from three feet six inches, 
the original thickness, to four feet six 
inches, tbe final thickness, exclusive of 
footing courses; the original plan of one 
twenty-inch drain pipe and one twelve- 
inch supply pipe was changed to two 
thirty-inch drain pipes and a twenty-inch 
supply pipe, increasing the width of the 
supply pipes accordingly, the volume of 
ttx stop walls, the inlet manonry and the 
gate house masonry, tbe tonnage or 
weightof piping and thecostof the valves 
and the cost of the gate house itself; in- 
crease in the core trench excavation to 
secure the sound foundation; an unsound 
rock caused extra excavation; special 
treatment of core wall due to flowing 
water| {3,000 additional was spent in 
grubbing, clearing and mncking the 
towage; 
quarry stone wan procured at 


great trouble for the face of tbe core wall. 
because of delay caused by bad bottom', 
the bank construction was In a tangle 
ftom the start, obstructing work at all 
points. 


Such are the speclBe reasons given for 


the extra expense above the original 
plans. 


Then comes a sentence of Mr. Geer's 


which blames some one, bnt doesn't men- 
tion whom. "In my opinion the work, 
although It would not perhaps have been 
quite so far advanced as it now is, 
would have cost considerably less, to have 
treated all faulty bottom work, pipe wall 
and stop walls thoroughly, and to a finish, 
before making on* particle of the em- 
bankment." 


Mr. Geer next says flatly that the day's 


labor plan of building the reservoir in- 
creased its cost. His preference for con- 
tract in snob construction Is outspoken. 
He speaks of men working on the reser- 
voir who could not do a half day's work. 


That fault and attendant expense to 


the) town, we may point ont, can be laid 
directly to the one who employed the 
•en to work on the reservoir. 


Mr. Geer's argument, in fact, savors of 
se strongest preference for contract 
fork, and he even goes so far as to recom- 
tead that the balance of work be done 
r contract, especially as the more diffl- 
utt work has been completed. 
Mr. Gser freely confesses that he was 


In error in his estimates of the money 
necessary to complete the work, a fact 
which seems to trouble him somewhat, 
as he twice refers to it, but he accounts 
for It by want of time to figure accurately. 


Of the second $10,000, Mr. Geer make" 


this unwelcome statement: "A consider- 
able portion was expended without uc. 
compliahing commensurate result, due to 
short days and bad weather, the rain es- 
pecially so softening the embankment and 
material drawn for it, that the cost was 
very much increased in the last few weeks 
of the construction." In other words, 
money wasted. Whose fault was it that 
this work was continued at a time of year 
when it could not be carried on to advan" 
tage? Some one was certainly grievously 
at fault. 


Mr. Geer's last words in his report refer 


to "peculiar conditions under which the 
work was carried on." In other words, 
Mr. Geer feels that the job has been done 
in a very expensive manner and has been 
in incompetent hinds. He means this if 
he means anything, and it may be plainly 
read between the lines of bis report. 


We do not see tbat the engineers make 


ont their case in favor of contract wort 
provided the day labor had been wisely 
used and commanded. A shoveler is a 
shoveler the world round, a. mason is a 
mason everywhere, a horse is a horse 
capable of n.bont the same work under a 
contractor or its owner, and if the con- 
tractor could make a profit that profit 
could have been saved to the town by the 
town's furnishing equally good manage- 
ment as the contractor would furnish. 
Then, too, all the danger of cheap work 
and cheap material was avoided, and the 
complications tbat would have arisen 
(rom necessary extra expense were done 
away witli. The fault lies in tbe manner 
of doing the work and the management, 
not in the day labor system with its many 
advantages. 


After estimating that?27,3SO is necessary 


to complete the work, the engineer gives 
tbe tax-payer this consolation: "I an free, 
he says, tu say that 1 believe the work to 
have been done, thus far, carefully, and 
substantially, and with an ever-constant 
regard for the security and permanency 
of the ati-ueture." 
He reiterates tbis 


statement, and we may feel sure that the 
work has been substantially done aiid 
safely done. Bnt we cannot feel that it 
has been economically done or well man- 
aged. At least, the engineer's own words 
do not permit of any such construction be- 
ing placed on them. 


But the reservoir is to be completed. 


Tnis town must have a larger water sup- 
ply. The dam when done will be a good 
one, and though it cost dearly, it may 
have taught some profitable lessons as to 
management and managers. 


As for tbe prudential committee: they 


felt they were building an immense dam, 
high up in the hills, dangerous to life and 
property if not built with the most exact- 
ing precautions of safety. They conscien- 
tiously believed this could best be done by 
day's labor and not through greedy, 
money-making contractors. They are to 
be justified in this conrse, leaving aside 
the pressure brought upon them by home 
labor. The work so far is done as well 
and as strongly as possible. That is of 
first consideration. That is the fact that 
will remain through many years. Of the 
management of the work at the reservoir, 
we, like the engineer in charge, can find 
nothing very complimentary to say. 


LAST NIGHT'S COUNCIL MEETING. 


The borrowing of |200,000 is not a slight 


thing, nor is it an inconsiderable amount' 
Yet that is the sum the city council took 
steps to borrow last evening. 


This will give the chronic and ever- 


lasting kieker.Jand the cheap demagogue 
a chance to howl long and loud—even till 
the brass lining of bis throat is strained. 


But the action of the council was ex- 


actly right and wise. The reservoir's 
completion is a matter of course, and a 
liberal allowance for it with what is not 
used turned over to the town, is proper. 


The city hall is, of course, to be paid for 


at a cost of f.30,000—a money-saving and 
money-making investment. 


Provision for buying property adjacent 


to the city hall, is a wise provision for 
future growth of this flourishing city at 
a time when real estate is lower than it 
will be in tbe future. Also provision for 
new city offices is only an answer to a 
necessitous call. 


The school expenses to be incurred and 


which were provided for last night are 
public duties to bo met always. They are 
incidents of our city's growth. Tbe ex- 
pense of our schools can not be avoided. 
It is a fl*st duty to meet it fully and cheer 
fully. 


The city council have done well to meet 


courageously and at once the expensive 
provisions necessary at this time. Hotter 
now than later. 


Tnnt portion of the Kire District report 


furnished by Vf. W. Byars, chief engii.ber 
of MM North Adams fire district, !s grati 
fying in the small Joss shown from fires. 
In a city as large as North Adams, a 
damage by fire of only |4,.r>^9.50 in eight 
months is quite remarkable. 


The conncil did a very commendable 


and praiseworthy thing in voting to at- 
tend the Armenian mass meeting Friday 
evening. Our city rathers can very prop- 
erly lend in tbe protest against Turkish 
cruelty, and lend their influence in such 
expression. 


The council last evening knew what it 


was about when it took steps to borrow 
$30,000 to finish the Notch dam. Although 
the estimate now made is for only about 
(16,000 more than Is still on hand in the 
reservoir fund,yet olaertoo low eitiamtes 
are recalled. 


Water comes high, but It must be hud, 


After all a good many reservoirs have cost 
over flOO.OOO and have not been any better 
than the Notch reservoir will be. Let us 
take what comfort wo can out of this 
reservoir business. 


The water rents will more than meet 


the added expense of the old fire district, 
and no une will have any additional bur- 
den. It will take some longer time to pay 
Ik That's all.

And Its Owner Passed Quietly Away at 


that Hour. 


The Charleston Enterprise of January 


25 relates a strange incident in connection 
with the recent death at Somerville of 
Mrs. Miranda S. Hicks, who has many 
relatives in this city and Readsboro, Vt. 
The Enterprise says: 
| "When Mrs. MirandaS. Hicks came to 
this district from Vermont more than 
thirty years ago she brought with her an 
old clock. It was valued on account of its 
associations, for it had been in the family 
for many years, and as it grew older its 
value grew in the mind of the owner. Its 
time-keeping qualities did not keep pace 
with its accumulation of years, and it had 
frequent regulations. 
But Mrs. Hicks 


never parted with it, and as she came close 
to the end of her life in this world the 
clock ticked steadily every day in the 
chamber of a pleasant home in Somer- 
ville, where she lived for three years or 
more prior to three o'clock on Tuesday 
afternoon. 


"Eighty-five years represents a long 


life, and when disease attacked Mrs. 
Hicks a few weeks ago she was unable to 
battle successfully with it. 
Within ten 


days it became evident that her death was 
only a question of a short time. 
The 


clock, ticking as it had ticked for a hund- 
red years, seemed to those who were ten- 
derly watching the aged patieat to a pos- 
sible source of annoyance, and finally it 
was wound up for the last time. When it 
ran down it stopped at 10.45 o'clock. That 
was four days before the end came. 


"On Monday night Mrs. Hicks' oldest 


son watched by her bedside and adminis- 
tered the necessary medicines and stimu- 
lants. After breakfast he went out of the 
house on an errand. At 9.4), tho clock— 
run down and silent until then and after- 
wards— struck 3. Two people in the house 
heard it strike. One was the old lady's 
daughter-in-law; the other was her oldest 
daughter. Neither of these ladies is sup- 
erstitious; neither 1ms a yearning 'desire 
for spiritualistic phenomena. They heard 
the clock strike, and they naturally told 
their husband ami brother when he re- 
turned. 


"He is a practical business man and the 


unsupported statement of one person— 
even his own wife—would not have made 
him believe tho clock had struck. He 
knew the clock was run down and silent. 
His wife's statement, corroborated by his 
sister's testimony, convinced him that she 
was correct. 
He thought that it was 


strange. 
He went further and related 


the incident that forenoon to several 
people. One of the people was the family 
physician. Another was his own brother, 
to whom the clock had already been 
given, as a parting memorial, by frive 
dying woman. 


"Mrs. Hicks passed away at 3 o'clock 


that afternoon. By lier bedside when she 
died was the son to whom the oldest had 
.old the story of the clock's striking. He 
is a horseman. Therefore he, too, is emi- 
nently practical. He wants riveted and 
clinched proof of all things. But the 
strange incident had effected him. He 
decided to stay until the end. At three 
minutes of 3 bo saw that it was near. A

Is Foxbaro's Hospital a Failure ?—Boston's 


Cubway Receives Attention. 


BOSTON, Feb. 4. -In the senate, Mr. Neill 


introduced a bill which proposes to abolish 
the Foxboro hospital for dipsomaniacs 
and inebriates and to use the buildings for 
an "asylum for boys of simple mind." 
The meaning of this bill apparently 1* 
that Mr. Neill shares the opinion enter- 
tained by many others tlmt the drunkard- 
cure hospital is a failure, and that the 
buildings at Fozboro might advantage- 
ously be occupied for the accommodation 
of the "custodial" inmates of the school 
for feeble minded at Walthnm, which is 
wholly unable to provide for the teachable 
portion of the feeble minded, simply for 
lack of room. 


In tho house, a bill was introduced by 


Mr. Mellen to authorize the subway com- 
mission to lease the subway, when com- 
pleted, for a term of 10 years, subject to 
annulment by the commissioners on CO 
days' notice. In the act of 1891 the lease to 
the street railway company by the transit 
commission was to be for 50 years and 
subject to the approval of the board of 
railroad commissioners.

Ma'y Refill In a Serious Division. 


HABANA, Feb. 4.—General Marln has 


had an engagement with a body of the in- 
surgents, which he reports to be the main 
force under Gomez, and which were put to 
flight, with a loss of SO killed. The en- 
tiro absence of any details of tho number 
of insurgents In the body attacked, leaves 
eonio ground for doubt as to whether they 
were, in truth, Gomez's Immediate follow- 
ing. 


Pretty much the whole of the combined 


columns nnder General Marln, including 
1700 cavalry, seems to have been engaged. 
This force were equipped with a special 
view to runnl ng down and sorneriug the in- 
surgents when once they should come face 
to face with them, and great expectations 
warn founded on its supposed ability to 
do this.. But the report of yesterday's en- 
gagement, although it Indicates that the 
Spanish attack was^nade with great dash 
and vigor, seems tu indicate that thn in- 
surgents were ad successful in evading the 
Spanish forces as they have been at any 
Cmiu heretofore. 


General Marlu had informal ion. that 


Gomez liad encamped at the plantation of 
Luz, and prepared for a combined attack 
by all the columns under his immediate 
command. Two columns were ordered to 
take the advance, together with seven 
squadrons under Colonel Ruiz. 
Upon 


coming up with the insurgent vanguard, 
the Spanish mmle an impetuous charge, 
passing over the enemy's second line and 
falling upon th« main force, which were 
stationed near the plantation of Luz. 
The lusuigenta wciti put to immediate 
flight, leaving behind them BO killed, 11 
with machetes in their hands. There was 
apparently no successful pursuit of tha 
insurgents, as they succeeded lu carrying 
off their wounded, the number of which 
is stated to be unknown. Several prison, 
crs were taken, and the loss 'if the troops 
is said to bo insignificant. 


It is also reported than the columns of 


General Cornell, operating in combination 
with those utidor Generals Linares and 
Aldecoa, are m pursuit of a numerous 
band of insurgents, near Artomisa, which 
are supposed to be Maceo's main force. 
This band are said to be strivi ng to effect u 
junction with Gomez, and they sceiu in q 
fair wtiy to do *»>. ;ts there is no apparent 
check iu their auT.ince along t,ho southern 
const o£ Pinar del Rio. The reported dis- 
position of the troops was such as to pre- 
vent the advance of Maceo, and wus not 
such as to make auy pursuit of him neces- 
sary, the pluu being to await his coming. 
It is also reported that the troops hare 
killed a ferocious mulatto, who has led a 
band of assassins and woman violators, to 
the terror of a whole district. 


Eiithutiutic Cuban*. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The news brought 


to this city yesterday by the Habana 
steamer was cheering for the friends ol 
Cuban liberty. The letters of the secret 
agents of the revolutionary party in Ha- 
bana spoke of a split among the Spanish 
parties on the island; oC jealousies among 
the military; of starvation m the city, and 
of a crisis iu tho commercial situation. 
E. G. Plerra translated one of the most 
important letters. Parts of it were as fol- 
lows: 


There is a very decided division between 


the Conservativn and Reformist parties of tha 
Spaniards, and they are pouring hot-shot into 
each other's ranks through the columns of tha 
press. As a proof of this, I send you tho 
papers of the Conservative party, in which tha 
editorials are written in a particularly bitter 
strain against their former allies. The Re- 
formivt party were in favor of the mild policy 
of Campos, while the Conservatives bolieire in 
flro and bloodshed. The situation is a most 
critical one, and no one recognizes this fact 
better than the Spaniards. 


The excitement in Habana ia increased by 


the fact that the government does not allow 
any news' to be printed except that giveu out 
from the official bareau. Spaniards as well a.1 
Cubans know that the better part ot tha newil 
given out is fabrication. 


The correspondent then goes on to detail 


several engagements, in one of which a 
whole troop of SCO Spaniards were anni- 
hilated. The news given out, however, 
was of a tremendous Spanish victory. He 
then goes on to say: 


The pride of provisions is rising very 


rapidly, and destitution in Habana ia increas- 
ing rapidly. A great many families are now 
dependant for subsistence on what the gov- 
ernment gives them—a small amount weekly. 
There have been times within the past few 
days when there has not been provisions ol 
%ny kind to be bought at the public market. 
Even those having money to spend have been 
forced to go hungry. Nothing has been re- 
ceived from tho surrounding country (or a 
Ions time. 
Aiiother circumstance which aggravates 


matters is the f»ot wall known to everybody 
on the island that there is very great discon- 
tent known to exist among the military 
friends of General Pando, whom, they think, 
was slighted by tho government at Madrid in 
appointing General Weyler to the position 
formerly filled by General Campos. 


It is well known that this part of the Spanish 


element are far from being willing to co-oper- 
ate with those who are favorable to Weyler, 
and that they will do anything they may safely 
do to make him fail. On the whole everything 
looks very bad for tho Spaniards. Pay no at- 
tention to tho cable dispatches in regard to thu 
movements of G«norals Gomez and Macao. I 
know for a certainty that they have been 
operating with entire freedom, and that they 
have remained in Habana and Pinar del Bio 
because they are not in tha least afraid of 
being worsted by the Spaniards. 


In another letter it is stated that tho 


commercial situation in Habana is criti- 
cal. 
Business is paralyzed, and largo 


commercial houses are dismissing their 
employes. 
Business men are 
anxious 


that the trouble should be ended one way 
or the other without loss of time. 


Threatening Floods. 


FOBT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 4.—The Brazos 


river is still rising at Columbia. It rose 15 
feet in 20 hours, and Its current is equal to 
that of a mountain stream. Seven vessels 
belonging to the Columbia Transportation 
company were swept away. 
The river is 


now out of its banks, and is sweeping over 
the surrounding country. Near Navasola, 
the Brazos and Navasola rivers have 
united, and are 13 miles wide. Two miles 
of Santa ge rallrond tr«:'k is submerged. 


Live Stock Innovation. 


FOBT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 4. — A. J. 


Thompson of Toronto has recently pur- 
chised 400 head of choice beef cattle at 
Alvarado, and will ship them direct to 
England by way of New Orleans. 
This 


is the first heavy shipment from Texas to 
England, and will mark an epoch in tho 
live stock history of this country. 


Concerning Monroe Doctrine. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Minister Carbo 


of Ecuador has received a cable dispatch 
from tho secretary of state of Ecuador 
stating that thu Central American gov- 
ernments of Guatemala, Nicaragua, Salva- 
dor, Honduras and Costa Rica have ac- 
cepted the invitation to join a convention 
of American republics, with a view to 
unifying them. This is the first affirma- 
tive action toward the convention which 
is designated to bring about a common 
understanding of North, SuutU and Cen- 
tral American countries on the Mouroo 
doctrine. 


THE NATION'S LAWMAKERS. 


Lively Squabble Over Appropriations In the 


House—Action on Finances. 


WASHINGTON, Fet>. 4.—The house ipent 


the entire day yesterday discussing a series 
of amendments to strike from the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill eight ap- 
propriations, aggregating $34,000, for the 
maintenance ot destitute women and chil- 
dren in various private and sectarian 
charitable Institutions in tho district. It 
was the announced purpose ot Mr. Hainer 
(Rep., Neb.), who led the fight, to place 
the appropriations iu the hands of a board 
of children's guardians created several 
years ago. The amendments opened with 
a wide field of discussion as to the policy 
of appropriating public money for private 
»nd sectarian Institutions, and Mr. Rober- 
ston (Ueiu., La.), a member of tho appro- 
priations committee, made the 
direct 


«ha?ge that war on these appropriations 
liad been inaugurated by the A. P. A. 
Tills phase of the mutter was, how- 
ever, approached with great caution- by 
those who spoke; the

oi 


Iho amend tuents placing their opposi- 
tion 
on the broad ground of antag- 


onism to appropriating public money foi 
private or sectarian purposes. 


Tho house bond bill with the free coin- 


age substitute was received from the semtta 
without comment ami went to the speak- 
er's table. 


Mr. Hill (Rep., Conn.) offered In the 


house a bill amending existing laws so as 
to permit nationalbuulcs to issue currency 
to the pur value of bonds deposited. When 
currency Is Issued to the bunks, the secre- 
tary ot the treasury Is directed to redeem 
«»nd cancel a corresponding amount of 
legal tenders. Should no legal tenders be 
presented for redemption, then the secre- 
tary Is directed to redeem and cancel notes 
Issued under the Sherman net. To carry 
out the provisions of this bill tho secretary 
is authorized to issue a 3 per cent gold 
bond, payable lu 20 years, to be sold as 
occasion requires. The bill also reduces 
from 1 per cent to ^ of 1 per cent the tax 
on national bank circulation. 


Loyal to Bayard. 


LONDON, Feb. 4. — A number of tha 


morning papers contain comments upon 
the correspondence which passed between 
President Cleveland and Secretary Olney 
and Ambassador Bayard regarding tha 
speeches far which the house of represen- 
tatives proposes to censure him, and wliicli 
weru given to the press for publication In 
tills morning's pnpers. 
The Standard 


says: A perusal of the correspondence ol 
President Cleveland and Secretary Olney 
with Air. Bayard does not increase the ad- 
miration for the methods and byways ol 
American politics. Thero is a painful 
want ot dignity in the manner in which 
Mr. B:iyard's official critics display theii 
resentment. The Daily News says: By 
publishing the correspondence Mr. BayarJ 
shows that he if as fearless as his ancient 
namesake, aud most persons reading it 
with candor will be disposed to think that 
he is almost equally without reproaches. 
Still, It is advisable that he should not de 
15 again. 


Descended From Historic Family. 


GALVESTOX, Feb. 4.-George Mason, a 


distinguished lawyer of this city, died al 
San Antonio yesterday of brights disease. 
Deceased was (Jo years of :>ge, and a native 
of Virginia. He was a descendant of Gov- 
ernor Mason, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, and a son ot 
James M. Mason, United States senator 
from Virginia, who, with Slidcll, was sent 
by the Confederate government as a spe- 
cial envoy to Groat Britain and France al 
the time of the Civil War. He resided 
here 40 years, and was one of the ablest 
lawyers in the south. 


Receiver Asked For.

made yesterday for the appointment of :< 
temporary receiver for the Wober Piano 
company. This action was taken in a suit I 
for the voluntary dissolution of the com- j 
pany, and is due to heavy losses incurred I 
during the past year.
